Tragic Blunder, in His

his wife late''last night in their home, 
at. 56 East' Tenth street. The police 
believe Thompson's story, that the 
killing of the woman was not intend- 
ed, • but awaiting -action by Coroner 
Blackwell, they will - hold him on '•. the 
charge of manslaughter: Thompson 
during the-night was. watched closely 
by-police-officers for fear he would'do 
himself harm, .his. grief •• having made 
him wild.and incoherent. 


"Thompson's Story.. 


According, to 
Thompson's 
story, 


which is supported by Dr. Henry 
Jameson, who. was attracted to. the 
house by-the shots, the .'husband, had 
gone to1 bed flrst. His wife remained 
downstairs sewing, as was her'custom, 
and when she, went'.upstairs Thomp- 
son was asleep. She carried a. lighted 
match in her. hand, .Thompson said, 
and as he awoke with a. start, -he 
thought the'light was from a burg- 
lar's bull's eye lantern. 


'A'cting 
upon 
his first '" impulse 


Thompson jerked his revolver, from 
under his pillow and fired twice at the 
figure which followed the light. 
He 


said Tie did not know of his mistake 
until after the second shot. 


. Dying Woman's Last Words. 
"You've shot me darling," he said 


were the only words that escaped his 
wife's lips, as she fell forward. 


Thompson-leaped from the. bed just 


in time to catch his wife as she fell. 
She was bleeding from two wounds. 
One almost directly over her heart. 
Thompson, horrified' when he' realized 
what he had done, allowed the body 
to sink to the floor, and he stood 
transfixed, gazing at it when Dr. 
Jameson entered the room. 


The doctor, who lives less than 100 


feet from the Thompsons, had heard 
the shots and went to investigate. He 
lifted the' woman to the bed where she 
died almost 
instantly, 
A call was 


sent to the city dispensary and from 
the physicians there the police learned 
of the tragedy.

The result, greatly-exceeded conserva- 
tive estimates and was a violent Jolt to 
the liquor forces, which had confidently 
predicted such "wet" majorities-in the 
three larger towns of-the county—An- 
derson, Elwood and Alexandria—as 
would overwhelm-the temperance vote 
"of rural districts. 
Anderson, of the 


three,-alone, went "wet," and:that by 
only 743,, a much smaller majority than 
had been counted on. 
: The voting passed off peaceably and 
quietly in nearly all the precincts in 
this city. The first'friction-arose in 
the First precinct in which the Gospel 
Trumpet people reside. 
When they 


came up to the polls, about sixty in a 
body, the "wets" challenged them, and 
each promptly made .an affidavit. The 
matter was not followed up by the 
challengers, and their votes went in. 


At one or two -precincts, in Hazel- 


wood, near the American 
• Steel and 


Wire mill, an attempt was made early 
to vote several foreigners. The flrst 
man sworn'in was promptly arrested 
and taken to jail, and'the others whose 
right to vote was questioned refused to 
vote.

Attempts on the part of "wets" 'to 


run 
in 
questionable voters 
we're 


promptly challenged, and but 
few- 


were sworn in. The "drys" early in the 
day appointed watchers at each poll- 
ing place and also organized a ''flying 
squadron, held in readiness at head- 
quarters to report at any 'precinct at' 
once if they were needed. 


The greatest interest centered at the 


Grand hotel in the Fifteenth precinct 
where a large crowd was assembled, all 
day. many of whom were strangers 
from Muncie and. surrounding cities. 
During the day several squalls .appear- 
ed on the horizon, but no outbreak oc- 
curred. Rumors of liquor being dis- 
pensed in barns and sheds near the 
polls late in the afternoon were quick- 
ly run down by the special officers of 
the "dry" organization, but no arrests 
were made.

Here he worked at his 
trade as a shoemaker until 1864, when 
ho enlisted as a private in 'Company 
K, Ninety-first Indiana volunteers, 
serving as a soldier until the close of 
the war. 


City's First Wood Measurer. 


After his return from the army Mr. 


Ryan -was appointed to. an office just 
then created—that^tfcity wood-meas- 
urer. He remainecftin-lt until the of- 
fice was abolished a few years later, 
but subsequently, in 1S74, it was re- 
created and Mr. Ryan was again ap- 
pointed, serving until 1894. For four 
years he was engineer at the govern- 
ment building, and later Janitor at the 
Clay school building until his appoint- 
ment as city weighmaster in 1905, a 
position which he retained down to 
the time o£ .his death. For many 
months the details of the position have 
been in the hands of his son, John B- 
Ryan.

cific, the Great Northern and the 
Northern Pacific for joint 
trackage 


from Tacoma to Vancouver, Waeh. 
The line already built and operated by 
the Northern Pacific will be double 
tracked to meet the additional re- 
quirements Imposed by its use by the 
three roads. 


This work .will involve the expendi- 


ture of several millions of dollars. No 
new financing will be required, as the 
Northern Pacific -has sufficient funds 
to meet the expenditure for the 150 
miles of new second track. 
.' The significance of this announce- 
ment lies in an agreement between 
the'Hill and Harriman interests on so 
important a matter. 
It will stop, the
